Governor Lee said he realizes he 
has not been very popular in Wash 
LngtQu and in the Republican party 
for the last two or three years but

The federal government doesn't 
trust the American people, he main- 
tained and cited the withholding 
tax as an example .of that distrust.

NO DRIVER, a^SEDS ALL THAT POWER 

In the years Jiutvbefore and Just after World war 
n, engines of the popular low-priced cars— Ford. 
Chevrolet and Plymouth,— were rated at about 85 
horsepower. As late as IBiS few American stock enrs 
would do more than an honest 85 miles an hour, no 
matter what their speedometers said. In view of the 
existing highway system and state speed limits, this 
seemed adequate. 

Then In HMS OrdBfnoblle surprised the autd lndus- 
4fl{ and delighted the customers with a new '135- 
horsepowcr engine which left everything else In thel. 
lurch when the traffic lights turned green. Other ' 
manufacturers hastened to bring out competitive en- 



gines and the big horsepower race was on. 

Soon the Chrysjer corporation announced a V-8 of 
180 horsepower. The staid Lincoln became a hot rod. 
with a stock model winning the Mexican road race 
at speeds upwards of 120 miles an hour. With better 
carburetlon, higher compression. Improved manifold- 
tag, the power output of standard engines was steadily 
Increased. Olds Is typical: In IDS] It had 160 hp.; in 
1053. IBS; in 10M. 185: In 1055, 205. and this year It 
has 240. Now Ford and Plymouth offer 200 hp and 
Chevrolet 205. 

Sports models boast even more. Studebaker has a 
special Job with 275 hp. Bulck Is prjiud of Its 259 hp 
Century that will go from a standing start to 60 mph 
In 0.8 seconds. A deluxe De Soto Is rated at 320 hp. 
whllo Chrysler now offers the highest powered stock 
car in the industry, with 340 hp. When It Is recalled 
tho basic Chrysler engine, hopped up to 330 hp, per- 
formed creditably against foreign cars In the 150-mlle- 
an-hour class In Uie 1053 stock model endurance race 
at Le Mans, the potency of the products now being 
offered In the auto showroom becomes clear. 

There Is reason for concern about this trend. To- 
day's cars have better brakes, suspension and steer- 
ing than did 1048 models, and highways are becoming 
wider and strnlghler and presumably safer. But still 
no driver can legally and safely use nil the power De- 
troit LV putting at the disposal of his right foot. Mis- 
used, such power Is a menace to the owner and to all 
who share the road with him. 

Congressman Walter Norblad Uiinks the federal 
government should require manufacturers to llmlt the 
speed o! cars to 10 miles an hour. This proposal will 
be greeted with boos from Detroit, which knows a good 
sales pitch when It hns one. and from motorists who 
have hnd their taste or power and like It. Mr. Norblad 
may not get very (nr with his plan. But he Is right in 
his premise: Putting more and more horsepdwer under 
the hoods each year Is needless and unwise.— Portland 
Oregonlan.

In the United States It Is an 
election year. Any alteration of the 
basic assumptions of American for- 
eign policy, therefore, Is bound to 
come ; under fire. The prime minister 
and his party returned to England 
professing to believe they had an 
American pledge not only to review 
the list of strategic goods kept from 
Communlat China but to revise It 
downward- 
Senator William Knowland, CalU. 
the Republican leader In the sen 
ate, believes It will be difficult, if 
not Impossible, to demonstrate any 
gain to Britain or the free world In 
Increased trade with China. He Is 
convinced .the. United States will 
not sanction such an increase with 
Red China's leaders threatening to 
take Formosa by force. 

Knowland has Important support 
In both parties on this sensitive is- 
sue. And, vjhat Is more, in the state 
department are those such as As- 
sistant Secretary Walter Robertson, 
In charge' of Far Eastern affairs, 
stoutly opposing any change in the 
present line. 

In London the Eden government 
has a hard row to hoe. 

While the Conservative party re- 
bellion that flared up a month ago 
has subsided, the root causes of dis- 
affection remain. The continuing 
inflation and the decline of exports 
and the drop in the gold and dollar 
balance have produced a pollUcal- 
economic crisis that Is partly dis- 
guised by a domestic prosperity 
feeding on Itself. Eden is still sharp- 
ly criticized for his indeclslvcness 
In the face of new WRge demands 
from labor and continuing high dol- 
lar Imports. 

A footnote to the talks, revealing 
the inhibitions on both sides ol the 
Atlantic, concerns the Interest pay- 
ments which the British must make' 
on the 3.5 billion dollar loan ad 
vanced by the- United- States, in. July, 
of 1046. The agreement coveting the 
loan, reached in the aftermath of 
tho war, contains a complicated 
aiver-elauisr 

As set out In that clause, under 
certain circumstances the British 
can Inform Washington that they 
are passing the Interest payment. 
In a tight squeeze this could be Im- 
portant in balancing income and 
outgo. At the end of 1855 London 
paid 71 million dollars to Interest 
and 48 million dollars In principal;, 
But British treasury experts were 
told las* fall In Washington that the 
languag»rt^e^«lt«i^ause-!»-*o 
ambiguous that the" exemption prob- 
ably could not be claimed," 

Congress would haye to approve 
some clarifying language. Britain 
would like to have that done In or- 
der to be able to omit the Interest 
payment should a severe emergency 
develop at the end of thla year. The 
prime minister may have mentioned 
it informally In his talks with the 
President, although' this was denied 
by the British delegation. 

Obviously, in an. election year 
even such a relatively minor change 
would produce some campaign ora- 
tory arfd congressional leaders want 
to avoid that embarrassment. After

First, they will have 
quieting effect on the Middle East 
Moscow as well as Egypt and Israel 
are on , notice that Britain and 
America will act Jcdntly In the event 
of any aggression. By reaffirming 
faith In the Baghdad pact. Ihe two 
powers have told the world- that 
they do not Intend to retreat from 
the northern tier pact. This should 
put an end to the agitation against 
the pact. 

Second, despite the strong opposi- 
tion in this country from critics 
such as Knowland the British are 
confident ■ of a relaxation In the 
barrier to trade with Red China. 
They believe that rubber -will come 
off the embargo list. This will mean 
the sale of about 50,000 tons from 
Malaya and Ceylon where, In the 
British view, the failure 1 to sell 
basic raw materials has resulted In 
economic hardship which has In 
turn encouraged the spread of com- 
munism. By their confidence the 
British Indicate that they were 
privately promised some relaxation, 
although the communique referred 
only to agreement that trade con- 
trols "should .be reviewed now and 
periodically as to their scope." 

If he has won a change in the 
strategic list.

MADRID. Feb. 1 1 HR— The govern- 
ment today decreed a 'three-month 
partial suspension of civil rights, 
possibly as a preliminary to Impris- 
onment or banishment of persons 
blamed for this week's student riots. 

At the same time, security police 
announced at least seven students 
already have been arrested In con- 
nection with the riots. Two are sons 
of prominent members of the 
Falange party, whose antl-monarch- 
lst sentiments caused the outbreak. 

A cabinet communique announced 
that articles 14 and 18 of the Span- 
ish "bill of rights" will be suspend- 
ed for 90 days as port of a plan to 
"use the full force of the law, 
against any one who disturbs order, 
peace and unity." 

Article 14 gives Spaniards the 
right to live wherever they please, 
and article 18 says that no one may 
be held without charge for more 
than 72 hours. 

The Falange, which normally sup- 
ports chief of state Francisco Franco, 
touched off student demonstrations 
this week protesting his plan to put 
a king on the vacant throne when he' 
retires. 

Pro-monarchist students clashed 
■with- their Falangist- classmates - in 
a series of riots In which one young 
Spaniard was critically Injured

Lent has been observed for cen- 
turies by the Roman Catholic. Ortho- 
dox and Anglican communions as a 
season of "fasting and penitence" In 
preparation for Easter. In recent 
years, a growing numbpr of pintea- 
tant churches have been holding 
special lenten programs. 

The name "Lent" corrjps from an 
old Anglo-Saxon word for spring- 
time. But the observance Is even 
older than the name. Historians say 
that It was the custom of the 
enrly church, begun sometime before 
200 A. D„ to set aside a period of 
several weeks Immediately prior to 
Easter for special emphasis on the 
Christian teaching that "man does 
not live by bread alone." 

The custom was formalized In 487 
A. D. by Pope Felix II, who length- 
ened the observance to *0 days to 
correspond to the period which 
Christ spent fasting In the wilder- 
ness. 

On the modern church calendar. 
Lent Is a season of 40 weekdays and 
six Sundays preceding Easter. De- 
pending on the date of Easter, Ash 
Wednesday may fall anytime be- 
tween Feb. 4 and March 11. 

Roman Catholics are enjoined to 
fast on all weekdays during Lent 
and must forego ment nt two of the 
three meals. Pasting, however, Is 
not required of those under 21 or

Dr, Herbert Burgess was chair- 
man of the Twin Falls observance. 
Fosters calling attention to Dental 
Health week wero distributed around 



that over 09 per cent of the popu 
latlon of the U. S. Is' afflicted with 
tome sort of dental disorder. 

Early station to proper dental 
health procedures will help chil- 
dren avoid dental diseases that 
plague parents, he noted. Improper 
diet Is blamed for the most wide- 
spread dentat disorder, tooth decay. 
Sugar consumption got special 
criticism. 



He urged parents to substitute 
fresh fruits such as apples and 
oranges and uncooked vegetables 
such as carrots and celery for sweets 
as between-meal macks for their 
children. 

The toothbrush, Dr. Burgess 
pointed out, la one of the best 
weapons against decay. He stressed, 
however, that to achieve maximum 
benefits the timing and method of 
toothbrushlng are vitally Important.
